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INTRODUCTION 


The  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  Bureau  was  established  by  the 
State  Legislature  in  1959,  (Title  75,  Chapter  52,  RCM  1947).   In 
1973,  the  functions  of  the  Academy  were  transferred  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice,  and  the  agency  became  the  Law  Enforcement  Academy 
Bureau  (Title  82A,  Chapter  12,  RCM  1947). 

Since  its  inception,  the  Academy  has  been  the  primary  source  of 
training  for  the  peace  officers  of  the  state.   In  addition  to 
officers  from  the  various  police  departments  and  sheriff's  offices 
throughout  the  state,  officers  from  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol, 
Fish  and  Game  Wardens,  Brand  Inspectors,  Montana  State  Prison  offi- 
cers, Department  of  Revenue  investigators.  Gross  Vehicle  Weight 
personnel,  Federal  officers,  and  officers  from  Canada  and  surround- 
ing states  are  trained  at  the  Academy. 

From  the  beginning  in  1959,  one  of  the  principles  of  the  Academy 
has  been  to  provide  Montana's  peace  officers  with  prof essiona'' 
training  on  subjects  vital  to  the  law  enforcement  function.   In 
order  to  achieve  this,  the  Academy  provides  an  annual  program  of 
schools  specifically  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  law  enforcement 
(see  Table  I  for  the  '  75- ' 76  program).   Schools  range  in  length  from 
the  six-week  Basic  School,  to  two-day  Regional  Schools.   The  Academy 
works  very  closely  with  the  Montana  Peace  Officers  Standards  and 
Training  Advisory  Council,  which  is  the  certifying  agency  for  law 
enforcement  training,  and  which  has  set  certain  standards  for  employ- 
ment and  training  of  individual  officers.   The  LEAB  has  been  awarded 
an  Continuing  Certificate  as  a  Law  Enforcement  Training  School  by 
the  P.O.S.T.  Council,  since  1973. 

In  order  to  provide  professional  training,  schools  are  continually 
evaluated  for  content  and  instructor  ability.   Courses  are  added  as 
necessary,  and  individual  schools  (e.g.  Basic)  are  updated  and  mod- 
ified to  provide  the  latest  in  developments  in  the  criminal  justice 
field.   In  addition  to  the  revisions  mentioned  above,  the  demand  for 
more  training  is  increasing,  as  can  be  noted  in  the  section  of  this 
report  entitled  Major  Accomplishments.   This  increased  demand  neces- 
sitates that  more  and  more  schools  be  offered  by  the  Academy.   The 
FY76  schedule  has  been  the  most  productive  in  the  history  of  the 
Academy. 


MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Fiscal  Year  1976  was  the  most  productive  year  in  the  history  of  the 
LEAB.   The  demand  for  training  was  very  high,  and  resulted  in  an 
increase  of  48%  in  the  number  of  schools  conducted,  and  a  56%  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  officers  attending  the  various  LEAB  schools, 
as  compared  to  FY75.   Statistical  comparisons  are  offered  below:

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  it  was  necessary  to  con- 
duct five  Basic  Schools,  three  Intermediate  Schools,  and  two  Advanced 
Schools,  in  addition  to  the  various  specialized  and  regional  schools. 
Twenty-eight  Regional  Training  Schools  were  conducted  at  vario"<= 
locations  throughout  the  state. 

In  May  1976,  the  LEAB  presented  a  two-week  Forest  Service  Law  Enforce- 
ment School,  which  was  contracted  by  the  U.S.  Forest  Service.   This 
particular  schools  is  noteworthy,  in  that  graduates  of  the  course  are 
considered  by  the  USFS  as  having  received  training  unmatched  by  any 
other  source.   The  Forest  Service  has  gone  so  fas  as  to  permit  FSLE 
(or  Phase  III)  graduates  to  wear  the  LEAB  shoulder  patch;  the  Academy 
is  the  only  agency  thus  recognized. 

In  February  1976,  the  Peace  Officers  Standards  and  Training  Advisory 
Council  transferred  its  video-tape  cassette  training  program  to  the 
LEAB.   This  program  consists  of  seven  Sony  video  cassette  players 
and  two  sets  of  over  40  video  tapes  covering  a  wide  range  of  law  en- 
forcement topics.'  The  tapes  are  available,  on  request,  to  all  law 
enforcement  agencies  in  the  state.   This  program  has  proven  to  be  a 
valuable  addition  to  departmental  in-service  training. 

In  addition  to  the  video  tape  program,  the  Susan  Jaeger  Memorial 
Library  continues  to  be  a  primary  source  of  training  materials  for 
peace  officers  in  the  state.   Several  training  films  and  books  were 
added  to  the  library  in  FY76.   A  complete  listing  is  available  from 
the  LEAB  office. 

Problems: 


The  major  problem  facing  the  LEAB  during  FY76  was  overcrowded  facil- 
ities, which  resulted  from  the  increased  enrollment  at  Montana  State 
University.   This  situation  directly  affected  dormitory  space  for 

Academy  bludcntg,  a:nd~-eaused  a lowpr  than  possible  attendance  in 

certain  schools.  .  Several  meetings  were  held  with  the  President  oi 
MSU  and  other  administrators,  but  no  effective  solution  was  reached. 


Several  alternative  locations  have  been  suggested  as  a  i^ossible  site 
for  the  Academy  (e..g.  Twin  Bridges),  thus  being  a  course  of  action 
which  would  require  efforts  by  the  legislature.   However,  the  advan- 
tanges  of  the  MSU  location  outweigh  the  disadvantage  of  overcrowding, 
when  compared  to  the  alternative  location.   The  Academy  is  working 
with  the  MSU  administration  and  the  LEAB  Advisory  Board  towards  a 
solution.
